PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN 
STAFFORDSHIRE 

The Commission have provisionally decided to allocate an extra, twelfth, 
seat in Staffordshire. This requires some major changes to be made. 

Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of Staffordshire will be published on 13 May 1993. These are part of the 
tenth set of recommendations to be published as part of the general review 
of parliamentary constituency boundaries announced by the Boundary 
Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county on 
which the Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public — usually at the district 
council offices. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (County, District, Town or Parish 
councils) or the services they provide.

Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains the rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the followxng effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject 
to these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as 
nearly equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules 
if special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties. 
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The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates : 

(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release), and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota 

throughout the period of the general review. The electoral quota is arrived 
at by dividing the electorate of England on the enumeration date by the 
existing number of seats. The enumeration date is the date when the 
commencement of the general review was announced (21 February 1991). The 
electorate in England on the enumeration date was 36,302,984 which, when 
divided by the existing number of seats (524), produces an electoral quota 
of 69,281 . 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication. 
These representations should be addressed to The Secretary, Boundary 
Commission for England, St Catherines House, 10 Kingsway, London WC2B 6JP, 
In this case the representation period has been extended to 24 June 1993 
in recognition that County Council elections will take place on 6 May. 

Where representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory. 

Those who make representations are requested to say whether they approve 
of, or object to, the Commission's proposals and to give their reasons for 
their approval or objection. In particular, objectors are advised to say 
what they propose in place of the Commission's recommendations and should 
note that an objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry 
more weight than a simple statement of objection. 



Implementation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for the whole 
of England by 31 December 1994. It is the Home Secretary's duty to lay the 
Commission's report before Parliament together with a draft Order in 
Council giving effect to the recommendations with or without modifications. 
The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of Parliament for approval and, 
after it is made, the new constituencies take effect at the next general 

election . 
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Provisional Recommendations 



Staffordshire currently has eleven constituencies with a 1991 electorate 
of 804,717. This number of electors, when divided by the electoral quota 
(69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement of 11.62 seats. If eleven seats 
were retained the average constituency electorate in the county (county 
average) would be 73,156, whereas with twelve seats, the county average 
•would be 67,060. The Commission have therefore provisionally decided to 
allocate twelve seats to Staffordshire. 

The electorates of the existing seats within the county range from 65,780 
(2,02% below the county average) in Stoke-on-Trent Central BC to 82,958 
(23-57% above the county average) in South Staffordshire CC; a disparity 
of 17,178. The creation of an extra seat, bringing with it a reduction in 
the disparity between electorates, makes some major changes within the 
county inevitable. The Commission's provisional recommendations would 
result in constituencies ranging from 7.6% above the county average (Stoke 
on Trent South BC) , to 9.3% below (Stone CC) . 

The Commission propose not to alter the existing Stoke-on-Trent Central and 
Stoke-on-Trent South seats because they remain close to the county average 
and electoral quota and this avoids major change within Stoke-on-Trent. 

Due to the increased electorate of Stoke-on-Trent North, the Commission 
propose to transfer the Newcastle-under-Lyme Borough wards of Butt Lane and 
Talke to the Newcastle-under-Lyme seat. The electorate of the resultant 
Newcastle-under-Lyme seat is reduced by transferring the Keele ward of 
Newcastle-under-Lyme Borough to the newly created Stone seat. 

The Commission recognise that the electorates of the existing Burton, South 
Staffordshire and Staffordshire Moorlands seats need to be reduced and in 
doing so recognise that constituencies will be. created that are no longer 
coterminous with district boundaries. 

The following changes are made: 

(a) The electorate of the Burton seat is reduced by the transfer of the 
East Staffordshire Borough wards of Bagots, Needwood and Yoxhall to 
the newly created Lichfield seat. Those wards of Lichfield District 
currently in the Cannock and Burntwood seat are also transferred to 
the new Lichfield seat in addition to the Lichfield District ward of 
Alrewas transferred from the South East Staffordshire seat. It is 
proposed that this seat will be named Lichfield as it consists mainly 
of Lichfield District wards, 

(b) The electorate of the South Staffordshire seat is reduced by the 
transfer of the South Staffordshire District wards of Acton Trussell, 
Bishopwood and Lapley, Huntington, Penkridge North East, Penkridge 
South East and Penkridge Central, in the north of the district, to the 
Stafford seat. 

(c) The Staffordshire Moorlands seat is reduced by transferring the 
Staffordshire Moorlands District wards of Checkley and Forsbrook to 
the newly created Stone seat. 
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(c) The Mid Staffordshire seat in its current form no longer exists under 
the Commission's provisional recommendations. The wards which 
currently comprise this seat are to be transferred to the Cannock 
Chase, Lichfield and Stone seats. 

(e) The Stafford seat contains the six South Staffordshire District wards 
transferred from the existing South Staffordshire seat (see above), 
the town of Stafford and the surrounding Stafford Borough wards of 
Beaconside, Castle, Milford and Seighford. The remaining Stafford 
Borough wards are transferred to the new Stone seat. 

The Commission recognise that Cannock Chase District is of a suitable 
electoral size to form a single whole constituency and therefore recommend 
that it forms the Cannock Chase seat. 

The new twelfth constituency, named Stone, will comprise the Stafford 
Borough wards not within the proposed Stafford seat, the Newcastle-under- 
Lyme Borough wards not within the proposed Newcastle-under-Lyme seat and 
the Staffordshire Moorlands District wards not within the proposed 
Staffordshire Moorlands seat.

The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of Parliament for approval and, 
after it is made, the new constituencies take effect at the next general 
election . 




Provisional Recommendations 



Cheshire h^as ten constituencies with a 1991 parliamentary 
electorate of 740,272. This number of electors when divided by the 
electoral quota (69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement to 10.69 seats. 
If ten seats were retained, the average constituency electorate in the 
county (the county average) would be 74,027, whereas with eleven seats, the 
county average would be 67,297. The Commission have therefore decided to 
allocate eleven seats to Cheshire. 



The electorate of the county of Cheshire has grown considerably over the 
last decade, particularly in the north east and the urban areas of the 
county. Two of the seats (Warrington North BC and Warrington South BC) have 
electorates close to 80,000 . The introduction of an extra seat and the 
reduction of these high constituency electorates makes some major changes 
within the county inevitable. The Commission’s provisional recommendations 

constituencies having electorates within 5,161 or 
/.d 7% of the county average. 

The allocation of an additional seat has given the Commission the 
opportunity to re-unite the town of Northwich which was split during the 
last review of parliamentary boundaries in Cheshire. The Commission 
M considered which wards should be combined with the town of 

Northwich to form the new constituency. The Commission considered linking 
Northwich with the town of Winsford, or with other wards in the south of 
the Vale Royal Borough, but rejected these on the grounds that they would 
cause too much disruption to the existing pattern of seats in the south of 
Cheshire. The Commission therefore decided that the seat would consist of 

(a) whole of Northwich ie the nine wards which are currently 
divided between the Eddisbury and Tatton seats; 

(b) a further twelve wards from the Eddisbury seat; 

(c) four wards from the Warrington South seat; and 

(d) two wards from the Halton seat. 

The Commission propose that the new seat be named Northwich and Weaver and 
be designated a county constituency. 

The Commission propose to reduce the electorate of the current Macclesfield 
seat by removing the wards of Alderly Edge, Nether Alderly, Henbury and 
Gawsworth and placing them in the Tatton seat from which the Northwich 
wards would have been removed. 

The Commission noted that, with the exception of one ward (Haslington) , the 
seat of Congleton was coterminous with Congleton Borough. The seat also has 
an electorate which is 3,418 above the county average. The Commission 
therefore propose to rectify this by moving the Haslington ward to the 
Crewe constituency, thus aligning the seat with the District boundary. 

The Commission noted that the current Crewe and Nantwich seat has an 
electorate that is 7,637 above the county average and would therefore have 
to be reduced. The Commission considered that the six wards to the west of 
Crewe and Nantwich (Bunbury, Minshull, Peckforton, Acton, Wrenbury and 
Combermere ) should be moved into the Eddisbury seat thus creating a seat 
close to the county average. 
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The creation of the new seat of Northwich and Weaver, resulted in the 
transfer of twelve northern wards from the Eddisbury seat. However, with 

Crewe and Nantwich being added to the seat an 
electorate of 64,104 results, only 3,193 below the county average and the 
seat now has a better shape. 

The Commission propose to make only a minor adjustment to the City of

PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN 
WARWICKSHIRE 



The Commission have provisionally decided to make some minor adjustments 
to four of the five existing seats in Warwickshire to reduce the disparity 
between the highest and lowest electorates- 



Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of Warwickshire will be published on 13 May 1993. These are part of the 
tenth set of recommendations to be published as part of the general review 
of parliamentary constituency boundaries announced by the Boundary 
Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county on 
which the Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public - usually at the district 
council offices. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (County, District, Town or Parish 
councils) or the services they provide. 

Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject 
to these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as 
nearly equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules 
if special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties. 
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The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates : 

(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release), and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota 

throughout the period of the review. The electoral quota is arrived at by 
dividing the electorate in England on the enumeration date by the existing 
number of seats , The enumeration date is the date when the commencement 
of the general review was announced (21 February 1991). The electorate in 
England on the enumeration date was 36,302,984 which, when divided by the 
existing number of seats (524), produces an electoral quota of 69,281. 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication. 
These representations should be addressed to The Secretary, Boundary 
Commission for England, St Catherines House, 10 Kingsway, London, WC2B 6JP. 
In this case the representation period has been extended to 24 June 1993 
in recognition that County Council elections will take place on 6 May. 

Where representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the , revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory. 

Those who make representations are requested to say whether they approve 
of, or object to, the Commission's proposals and to give their reasons for 
their approval or objection. In particular, objectors are advised to say 
what they propose in place of the Commission's recommendations and should 
note that an objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry 
more weight than a simple statement of objection. 



Implementation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for the whole 
of England by 31 December 1994. It is the Home Secretary's duty to lay the 
Commission's report before Parliament together with a draft Order in 
Council giving effect to the recommendations with or without modifications. 
The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of Parliament for approval and, 
after it is made, the new constituencies take effect at the next general 
election. 
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PROVISIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 



Warwickshire currently has five constituencies with a 1991 parliamentary 
electorate of 378,196. This number of electors, when divided by the 
electoral quota (69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement to 5.46 seats. 
If the county was allocated six seats, the average constituency electorate 
in the county (the county average) would be 63,033. If the county 
continues to be allocated five seats, the county average would be 75,639. 
The six seat county average is nearer to the electoral quota compared with 
the five seat county average by only 110 electors. 

The - Commission considered that the very slight numerical advantage of 
allocating six seats is more than offset by the very considerable amount 
of change to the existing seats and by the wholesale fragmentation of 
districts which would result from the allocation of an extra seat. If five 
seats were allocated little change would be required to the existing 
constituencies. The Commission have therefore provisionally decided to 
allocate Warwickshire five seats. The Commission further considered 
whether to recommend no change to the existing seats, but have decided that 
although the boundary of the Stratford-on-Avon seat is coincidental with 
the District boundary, its electorate is nearly 83,000 and needs to be 
reduced. The Commission have decided to recommend the following minor 
alterations to the existing seats in order to reduce the disparity between 
the seats with the highest and lowest electorates from 11,076 to 5,547: 

(a) to realign constituency boundaries with local government boundaries 
in Warwickshire that have recently been altered; 

(b) to transfer two wards of Rugby Borough (St Mary's and Woolston - a 
total of 2,746 electors) from the Rugby constituency to the Nuneaton 
constituency; 

(c) to transfer three wards of Stratford-on-Avon District (Henley, 
Tanworth and Tanworth Earlswood - a total of 5,409 electors) from the 
Stratford-on-Avon constituency to the Warwick and Leamington constituency.

PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN 
HEREFORD AND WORCESTER 



The Commission have provisionally decided to allocate ami extra, eighth 

seat, in Hereford and Worcester. This requires some major cheuiges to be 
made. 



Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of Hereford and Worcester will be published on 13 May 1993. These are part 
of the tenth set of recommendations to be published as part of the general 
review of parliamentary constituency boundaries announced by the Boundary 
Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county on 
which the Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public - usually at the district 
council offices. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (County, District, Town or Parish 
councils) or the services they provide. 

Rules for Redistribution 



The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject 
to these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as 
nearly equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules 
if special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties. 
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The Act requires the Conunission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates : 

(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release), and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota 

throughout the period of the review. The electoral quota is arrived at by 
dividing the electorate in England on the enumeration date by the existing 
number of seats. The enumeration date is the date when the commencement 
of the general review was announced (21 February 1991). The electorate in 
England on the enumeration date was 36,302,984 which, when divided by the 
existing number of seats (524), produces an electoral quota of 69,281. 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication.

In this case the representation period has been extended to 24 June 1993 
in recognition that County Council elections will take place on 6 May. 

Where representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory. 

Those who make representations are requested to say whether they approve 
of, or object to, the Commission's proposals and to give their reasons for 
their approval or objection. In particular, objectors are advised to say 
what they propose in place of the Commission's recommendations and should 
note that an objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry 
more weight than a simple statement of objection. 



Implementation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for the whole 
of England by 31 December 1994. It is the Home Secretary's duty to lay the 
Commission's report before Parliament together with a draft Order in 
Council giving effect to the recommendations with or without modifications. 
The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of Parliament for approval and, 
after it is made, the new constituencies take effect at the next general 
election. 
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PROVISIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 



Hereford and Worcester currently has seven constituencies with a 1991 
parliamentary electorate of 525,642. This number of electors, when divided 
by the electoral quota (69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement to 7.59 
seats. If seven seats were retained the average constituency electorate 
in the county (the county average) would be 75,092, whereas with eight 
seats, the county average would be 65,705. The Commission have therefore 
decided to allocate eight seats to Hereford and Worcester. 

The electorate of Hereford and Worcester has grown considerably over the 
last decade, particularly in the east of the county. Two of the seats (Mid 
Worcestershire and South Worcestershire) have electorates of over 80,000. 
The introduction of an extra seat and the reduction of these high 
constituency electorates makes some major changes within the County 
inevitable. The Commission's provisional recommendations would result in 
all the constituencies having electorates within 5,496 or 8.36% of the 
county average. 

The Commission are aware that a substantial change to the county boundary 
with the West Midlands, due to take place on 1 April 1995, will have the 
effect of removing about 7,500 electors currently in the Borough of 
Bromsgrove. The Commission have considered whether they should take account 
of this factor when choosing their provisional recommendations. They agreed 
that they would need to conduct an interim review after 1 April 1995 to 
realign the constituency boundary with the county boundary. The Boundary 
Commissions Act 1992 requires the Commission, to take account in their 
report on this general review of those local government boundaries which 
are in operation on 1 June 1994. They decided, therefore, that the transfer 
could not be taken into account at this review. If the provisional 
recommendations published happened to have an above average electorate in 
the Bromsgrove seat (as is the case), it would be entirely fortuitous 
arising from the fact that the Commission provisionally propose to make no 
change to the Bromsgrove seat. 

The Commission also propose a minimum of change to the Hereford and Wyre 
Forest seats. Hereford is subjected to one minor change with the transfer 
of the South Herefordshire District ward of Backbury to Leominster. The 
Wyre Forest seat is altered by the transfer of two Wyre Forest District 
wards (Bewdley, and Rock and Ribbesford) to the Leominster seat. 

In order to reduce the disparity between the constituencies, seven of the 
Malvern Hills District wards (Cradley, Hope End, Leadon Vale, Ledbury, 
Leigh and Bransford, Marcle Ridge, and Temeside) are transferred from the 
Leominster seat to the South Worcestershire seat which, in turn, has been 
reduced in size by the transfer of the Wychavon District wards of Badsey, 
Bretforton and Offenham, Broadway, Elmley Castle, Evesham East, Evesham 
Hampton, Evesham North, Evesham South, Evesham West, Fladbury, Harvington 
and Norton, Honeybourne and Pebworth, The Littletons and Wickharoford to Mid 
Worcester CC. The Wychavon District ward of Drakes Broughton is transferred 
from Worcester to South Worcestershire. 

The electorate of the City of Worcester at 63,624 is close to the county 
average. The Commission propose to create a Worcester Borough Constituency 
that has a boundary coincident with the city boundary. The Commission 
propose that the Borough of Redditch with the addition of the Wychavon 
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District ward of Inkberrow should form the new seat of Redditch BC

It is the Home Secretary's duty to lay the 
Commission's report before Parliament together with a draft Order in 
Council giving effect to the recommendations with or without modifications. 
The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of Parliament for approval and, 
after it is made, the new constituencies take effect at the next general 
election . 
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Provisional Recommendations 



Greater Manchester currently has thirty constituencies with a 1991 
parliamentary electorate of 1,923,593. This number of electors when 
divided by the electoral quota (69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement 
to 27.77 seats. The Commission therefore propose that Greater Manchester 
should be allocated twenty-eight seats. With twenty-eight seats, the 
average constituency electorate in the county (the county average) is 
68,700. The electorates of the existing constituencies range from 53,199 
(Salford East BC) to 73,506 (Wigan CC); a disparity of 20,307 which needs 
to be reduced. 

The Commission noted that if the allocation of seats was related to the 
theoretical entitlement to seats of the ten individual metropolitan 
boroughs which comprise the County of Greater Manchester, the total 
allocation to the county would be either twenty-six or twenty-nine seats 
(according to whether three of the boroughs with a fractional entitlement 
to a seat have the entitlement rounded up or down to a whole number) and 
the disparity between the average electorate of the seats in individual 
boroughs would accordingly be either 22,594 or 23,810. The Commission 
consequently examined pairing the boroughs to achieve an allocation of 
twenty-eight seats and to avoid excessive disparities in the electorates. 
The combination which best meets the requirements are: 

(a) to pair Bury with Rochdale, Oldham with Tameside 

(b) to retain the current pairing of Manchester with Trafford and 
Salford with Wigan, but 

(c) to leave Bolton and Stockport unpaired. 

The proposed changes also take account of the recent local government 
boundary changes to the county and borough boundaries. Constituency 
boundaries have been realigned with the ward boundaries where necessary. 



Bury and Rochdale 

The Commission noted that Bury and Rochdale Boroughs have a combined 
entitlement to 4.17 seats and a combined borough average of 72,281 (the 
county average is 68,700). They propose the following for the 

constituencies formed from Bury and Rochdale Borough wards : 

(a) that the three Rochdale Borough wards, Littleborough, Milnrow and 
Wardle (in the current Littleborough and Saddleworth constituency), 
should be combined with five other Rochdale Borough wards in the 
existing Rochdale seat, to form the proposed Rochdale seat; 

(b) the Castleton, Balderstone, and Norden and Bamford wards (in the 
current Rochdale seat) should be transferred to the Heywood and 
Middleton seat to form the proposed Heywood East and Middleton seat; 

(c) the remaining Rochdale ward, Heywood West, should be transferred from 
the current Heywood and Middleton seat to the existing Bury North seat 
to form the proposed Bury North seat; and 
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(d) the Unsworth ward of Bury Borough (in the existing Bury North seat) 
should be transferred to the existing Bury South seat to form the 
proposed Bury South constituency. 

These changes would produce a disparity of 5,009 within the two Boroughs 
and bring the electorates of the four proposed seats to within 6,123 (9%) 
of the county average. In making their decision, the Commission considered 
which wards to exclude from the proposed Rochdale seat. On balance it was 
felt that including Healey, Spotland, and Brimrod and Deeplish wards in 
preference to Norden and Bamford, Castleton and Balderstone wards would 
cause least damage to local ties in Rochdale and would keep the central 
Rochdale wards together. 

The Commission further propose that the designation of Rochdale be changed 
to a county constituency to reflect the addition of a large, more rural, 
area. 



Manchester and Trafford 

The Commission noted that Manchester and Trafford which are currently 
paired and have eight seats, have a combined theoretical entitlement to 
6.91 seats. The electorates of the existing constituencies are too low 
and need to be increased and one seat needs to be abolished which will 
necessitate some major changes. 

The Commission propose that; 

(a) Manchester, Gorton be abolished and its six wards redistributed - 
Longsight and Gorton North wards should be transferred to Manchester 
Central, to form the proposed Manchester, Central seat; Gorton South, 
Fallowfield, Levenshulme and Rusholme wards should be transferred to 
Manchester, Withington to form the proposed Manchester, Withington 
seat together with Burnage, Old Moat and Withington wards; 

(b) the composition of the existing seats, Davyhulme and Altrincham and 

Sale, be altered so that the towns of Sale and Altrincham will be in 
separate constituencies; Trafford Borough wards, Broadlands and Sale 
Moor, should be transferred to the existing Davyhulme seat to form the 
proposed Sale constituency; Manchester City wards, Baguley and 

Woodhouse Park (in the current Manchester, Wythenshawe seat) should 
be transferred to the existing Altrincham and Sale seat to form the 
proposed Altrincham constituency; . 

(c) the Cheetham ward of Manchester City (in the current Manchester, 
Central seat) be transferred to Manchester, Blackley to form the 
proposed Manchester, Blackley seat; and 

(d) the Trafford Borough ward, Davyhulme East (in the current Davyhulme 
seat), be transferred to the current Stretford seat together with the 
Manchester City ward, Hulme, (in the current Manchester, Central seat) 
to form the proposed Stretford seat. 
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These changes would produce a reduced disparity of 9,252 within the two 
Boroughs and bring the electorates of the proposed seven seats to within 
5,747 (8%) of the county electorate. Sale Town will be united in one seat 
as will Ardwick and Longsight and the three wards, Hulme, Moss Side and 
Whalley Range. 



Oldham and Tames ide 

The Commission noted that Oldham and Tameside Boroughs have a combined 
entitlement to 4.70 seats and a combined borough average of 65,102. Oldham 
Borough is currently paired with Rochdale Borough and Tameside Borough with 
Stockport Borough. Some major changes will be required to include the 
electors from the five Oldham Borough wards (in the current Littleworth and 
Saddleworth constituency) and the four Tameside Borough wards (in the 
current Denton and Reddish seat), in seats created from Oldham and Tameside 
borough wards. They propose that the constituencies be formed by: 

(a) linking the five Oldham Borough wards, Crompton, Lees, Saddleworth 
East, Saddleworth West and Shaw with three Tameside Borough wards, 
Longdendale, Stalybridge North and Stalybridge South to form the 
proposed Saddleworth and Stalybridge constituency; 

(b) placing three of the four Tameside Borough wards, Denton North East, 
Denton South and Denton West, in the proposed Denton and Hyde 
constituency with Hyde Godley, Hyde Newton and Hyde Werneth wards; 

(c) placing the fourth Tameside Borough ward, Audenshaw, in the proposed 
Ashton-under-Lyne constituency. 

(d) placing Droylsden West ward (in the current Ashton-under-Lyne seat) 
in the current Oldham West seat to form the proposed Oldham West 
constituency; and 

(e) making no change to the current Oldham Central and Roy ton 
constituency . 

These changes would produce a disparity of 8,111 within the two Boroughs 
and bring the electorates of the five proposed seats to within 6,548 (10%) 
of the county average. They keep the rural wards on the eastern fringe 
of the two boroughs in one seat. They do not divide central Oldham or the 
towns of Royton and Ashton, or split Crompton from Shaw or Mossley from 
Ashton. 

Salford and Wigan 

The Commission noted that although Salford and Wigan are currently paired 
and have an allocation of six seats which is to be retained, changes were 
necessary to reduce the disparity from 20,307 which is caused principally 
by the very low electorate of the Salford East constituency (53,199). 

The Commission propose that the Salford East seat should be increased by 
transferring Pendlebury ward (in the current Eccles seat) to form the 
proposed seat of Salford. In turn minor changes will be required to the 
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other five seats; the Cadishead and Irlam wards (in the current Worsley 
seat) will be transferred to form the proposed Eccles seat; the Hindsford 
ward (in the current Leigh seat) will be transferred to form the proposed 
Worsley seat; the Lightshaw ward (in the current Makerfield seat) will be 
transferred to the proposed Leigh seat; and Norley ward (in the current 
Wigan seat) will be transferred to the proposed Makerfield constituency. 

These changes would produce a reduced disparity of 6,234 within the two 

bring the electorates of the proposed six seats to within 
4,776 (7%) of the county average. 

Bolton 



The Commission noted that Bolton has three seats which are to be retained 
^ ^ disparity of 12,823 which needs to be reduced. They propose to 

reduce the disparity by making one minor change. By transferring Halliwell 

current Bolton West seat) to the current Bolton North East 
seat to form the proposed Bolton West and Bolton North East constituencies, 
the disparity is reduced to 6,652 and is within 5,655 (8%) of the county 
average. The Commission considered making further minor changes, but 
decided that to have done so might have broken local ties which were 
respected at the last general review. 

Stockport 



The Commission recognised that Stockport has a 1991 entitlement to 3.23 
seats and a borough average of 74,676; it is currently paired with Tameside 
and has three and a half seats. Changes would therefore be necessary to 
include the three Stockport Borough wards, Brinnington, North Reddish and 
South Reddish, (which form the current Denton and Reddish constituency 
together with four Tameside wards) in a seat comprising only Stockport 
formed\y Commission propose that the three constituencies be 



(a) combining the Brinnington, North Reddish and South Reddish wards 
together with five wards in the current Stockport seat, to form the 
proposed Stockport constituency; 

two wards from the current Stockport seat, placing Cale 
exising Cheadle seat, to form the proposed Cheadle 
constituency and Davenport ward in the existing Hazel Grove seat to 
form the proposed Hazel Grove constituency. 



These changes would produce a disparity of 5,857 and bring the electorates 
of the three proposed seats to within 8,808 (13%) of the county average. 
These minor changes take account of local ties broken at the last general 
review by reuniting Brinnington ward with Stockport Town. 



The Commission noted that their proposals for Greater Manchester would 
reduce the county disparity from 20,307 to 15,356 (77,533 in the proposed 

Cheadle constituency to 62,177 in the proposed Oldham Central and Rovton 
constituency) . j 



The Commission provisionally recommend (1991 electorates in brackets) 
(a) that no change be made to the following constituency:
